EMERGENCY  RICE  ALLOTMENTS  FOR  1955

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  4647] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  -R.  4647)  to  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with  amendments  and  recommend 
that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Page  1,  lines  4  and  5,  strike  out  the  following:  “a  new  para¬ 
graph  (3)”. 

Page  1,  line  4,  strike  out  the  comma  after  the  word  “thereof”  and 
insert  “two  new  paragraphs,”. 

Page  2,  line  8,  strike  out  the  quotation  marks  and  insert: 

(4)  The  reserve  acreage  made  available  for  1955  in  any  State  for  apportionment 
to  farms  operated  by  persons  who  have  not  produced  rice  during  the  preceding 
5  years  or  on  which  rice  has  not  been  planted  in  the  preceding  5  years  shall  not 
be  less  than  five  hundred  acres;  and  the  additional  acreage  necessary  to  provide 
such  minimum  reserve  acreages  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  National  and  State  • 
acreage  allotments. 

STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  H.  R.  4647  is  to  bring  some  measure  of  relief  to  rice 
farmers  now  confronting  severe  hardships  due  to  a  sharp  reduction  in 
the  1955  acreage  for  this  important  food  crop. 

This  bill  increases  each  of  the  State  acreage  allotments  for  rice  in 
1955  by  5  percent  and  contains  a  provision  to  remedy  special  con¬ 
ditions  relating  to  new  growers  in  South  Carolina  and  Oklahoma. 

Need  for  this  action  has  developed,  not  through  any  fault  of  farmers, 
but  from  application  of  acreage  allotments  necessitated  by  increased 
supplies  of  rice  and  a  constantly  changing  international  situation. 
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The  committee  points  out  that  as  recently  as  1953  the  Department 
of  State  and  the  Department  of  Defense  were  encouraging  lai’ger  rice 
production  in  the  United  States  by  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
this  food  to  our  policies  in  the  Far  East. 

Rice  acreage  allotments,  in  effect  in  1950,  were  abandoned  as  the 
Korean  conflict  brought  demands  for  larger  production.  At  the  end 
of  that  conflict  our  supplies  began  to  accumulate. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  last  December  proclaimed  a  national 
rice  acreage  allotment  of  1,859,099  acres  for  the  1955  crop,  a  24.7 
percent  reduction  from  the  2,475,000  acres  planted  in  1954,  and  he 
called  for  marketing  quotas  for  the  rice  produced  on  the  restricted 
1955  acreage.  Growers  voted  approval  of  the  quotas  in  an  effort  to 
bring  theu-  production  into  line  with  domestic  and  world  demand  for 
rice. 

Subsequently  it  became  evident  in  the  ricegrowing  States  that  so 
large  a  reduction  in  1  year  would  result  in  inequities  and  in  severe 
hardships  for  many  growers.  This  legislation  seeks  to  cushion  the 
economic  shock  to  these  growers  by  a  more  gradual  downward 
adjustment  of  allotted  acreage. 

This  is  the  same  consideration  given  to  wheat  and  cotton  farmers  in 
legislation  previously  enacted  by  the  Congress  to  provide  a  more 
gradual  reduction  of  acreages  in  these  crops. 

The  growth  of  importance  of  rice  in  the  agriculture  of  our  country 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  our  production  of  rough  rice  over  the  past 
20  years  has  increased  from  17,800,000  hundredweight  in  1935  to 
59,100,000  in  1954,  and  the  United  States  now  is  the  third  largest 
exporter  of  rice. 

It  is  important  that  we  prevent  undue  economic  strain  on  our 
farmers  who  have  brought  about  this  growth  of  production  in  this 
food  crop. 

Wliile  it  is  recognized  that  H.  R.  4647  will  not  alleviate  all  hard¬ 
ships  among  growers,  it  will  afford  very  substantial  relief  with  only  a 
small  increase  in  overall  rice  production. 

Moreover,  the  committee  points  out  that  with  the  increase  in 
acreage  provided  by  this  bill  the  production  of  rice  in  the  United  States 
will  be  approximately  47  million  hundredweight  against  an  estimated 
domestic  and  export  disappearance  of  53  million,  meaning  that  in  the 
1955  crop  year  our  accumulations  of  rice  should  be  reduced  by  about 
6  million  hundredweight. 

The  following  table  shows  for  each  State  affected  by  the  bill: 
(col.  1)  1954  planted  rice  acreage;  (col.  2)  1955  State  rice  acreage 
allotments;  (col.  3)  1955  State  allotments  increased  by  5  pei’cent,  and 
(col.  4)  additional  acreage  resulting  from  5-percent  increases  in  1955 
State  allotments.

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  BILL 

The  new  paragraph  (3)  added  to  section  353  (c)  will  require  an 
increase  of  5  percent  in  the  1955  rice  acreage  allotment  for  each  State 
receiving  a  rice  allotment.  In  States  where  State  allotments  are  allo¬ 
cated  to  the  counties,  the  additional  allotment  will  be  allocated  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  previously  determined  1955  allotment,  except 
that  there  will  be  no  adjustment  for  trends  in  county  allotments. 

The  new  paragraph  (4)  added  by  the  bill  will  apply  to  only  two 
States — South  Carolina  and  Oklahoma.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide 
an  allotment  of  500  acres  for  each  of  these  States  to  be  used  to  the 
extent  needed  for  new  ricegrowers  in  those  States  who  have  prepared 
for  production  in  1955  but  otherwise  would  be  unable  to  obtain  a 
1955  acreage  allotment.

Mr.  Speaker,  as 
has  been  explained  by  the  gentleman 
from  Ar-Kansas,  House  Resolution  190 
makes  in  order  the  consideration  of  H.  R. 
4647  under  an  open  rule.  This  measure 
will  amend  the  rice-marketing-quota 
provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjust¬ 
ment  Act  of  1938.

AMERICAN  COMMITTEE  FOR  PRO¬ 
TECTION  OP  THE  FOREIGN  BORN 

(Mr.  WALTER  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  address  the  House  for  1 
minute  and  to  revise  and  extend  his 
remarks.) 

Mr.  WALTER.  Mr.  Speaker,  many 
members  of  the  Communist  Party  are^ 
coming  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  this  Sur 
day  and  Monday.  They  are  not  coming 
under  their  banner  of  red,  but  they^are 
coming  under  the  banner  of  vellow. 
They  are  coming  under  the  titl/of  the 
American  Committee  for  Probation  of 
the  Foreign  Born.  They  wily  not  come 
under  their  real  designationyhamely,  the 
Communist  Party.  / 

Why  are  they  comine/here?  Not  to 
be  a  part  of  the  Cherry  Blossom  Festi¬ 
val,  but,  rather,  to  p^sent  to  this  Con¬ 
gress  and  Memberji'^of  the  House  and 
Senate,  petitions  /or  the  repeal  of  the 
Walter-McCarr^  law.  They  also  plan 
to  personally  c/n  upon  Members  and  dic¬ 
tate  what  th«^,  the  Communist  Party, 
demand  inythe  way  of  amendments  to 
the  Walt^?^McCarran  law. 

Mr.  Sneaker,  the  American  Committee 
PrOTection  of  the  Foreign  Born  was 
forniea  by  the  Communist  Party  around 
th^^ear  1935.  It  was  formed  for  the 
p^pose  for  which  it  is  being  used  today, 
^e  protection  of  Communists  who  have 


become  involved  in  violation  of  the  immi¬ 
gration  laws.  Today,  they  attack  the 
Walter -McCarran  law;  yesterday  it  was 
some  other  law  or  oiBcial  who  was  pro¬ 
ceeding  against  members  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party.  This  committee  is  run 
today  by  its  executive  secretary,  Abner 
Green.  Green,  who  has  always  run  the 
organization,  irrespective  of  the  names 
placed  on  their  letterhead,  is  the  same 
Abner  Green  who  was  a  trustee  of  the 
Communist  bail  bond  fund.  In  1951,  he 
and  the  other  trustees  were  sentenced 
to  jail  for  contempt  of  court  for  refusing 
to  divulge  the  source  of  the  bail  fund. 
Not  only  does  Green  front  for  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party,  but  he  is  or  has  been  a 
member  of  the  nationality  commission 
of  the  Communist  Party. 

Sworn  testimony  has  been  received  to 
the  effect  that  the  nationality  commis¬ 
sion  of  the  Communist  Party  meets  and 
decides  the  policy  of  the  American  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Protection  of  the  Foreign 
Born.  Little  wonder  that  this  organiza- 
;ion  is  always  found  to  be  interested  in 
(mly  the  immigration  problems  of  mem- 
be^  of  the  Communist  Party. 

Lms  gathering  to  be  held  in  Washing-y 
ton,  r^med  a  legislative  conference 
one  se^ent  of  the  American  committee 
and  mork  properly  named  a  natio^ide 
lobby  by^e  Michigan  committ^  was 
decided  up^by  the  Communist  Party 
as  the  most  e^ctive  way  of  blai^kmailing 
the  Congress.  NThe  kickoff  took  place  at 
a  meeting  of  t™  New  York  committee 
as  announced  in\the  D^y  Worker  of 
January  9.  This  nrnetir^  which  was  ad¬ 
dressed  by  Communwts^uch  as  the  con¬ 
victed  Carl  Marzaniy^  the  stage.  The 
printed  petitions,  -^icmwe  shall  receive 
next  Monday,  were  distrusted. 

Through  thi^meeting  tlhe  American 
committee  pu^orth  the  demands  of  the 
Communist  /arty  as  amendniKnts  to  the 
Walter-Mc€^rran  law.  ThesNamend- 
ments  ane  in  the  main:  Citizen^ip  for 
aliens  ^er  2  years’  United  StateVresi- 
denceyno  deportation  for  any  reasMi  if 
has  lived  in  the  United  St^s 
fop^at  least  5  years;  and  no  denaturali 
action  unless  citizenship  was  ob-N 
iained  by  fraud.  Except  for  the  faster 
citizenship,  these  recommendations  can¬ 
not  benefit  the  loyal  and  desirable  alien. 
They  can  be  of  aid  only  to  the  disloyal. 
Communists,  and  criminals  alike. 

Following  the  New  York  kickoff,  the 
other  State  committees  for  protection 
of  the  foreign  born  took  their  cue.  In 
Philadelphia,  Chicago,  and  Detroit,  to 
name  a  few,  the  Pennsylvania,  Illinois, 
and  Michigan  committees  started  their 
propaganda  machines.  Michigan  called 
a  State  conference  to  repeal  the  Walter- 
McCarran  Act.  At  this  conference,  they 
lined  up  their  Communists  to  make  the 
trip  to  Washington.  They  lined  up  their 
propaganda  and  petitions  for  the  Michi¬ 
gan  delegation  in  Congress.  Michigan 
differed  from  the  meetings  held  in  other 
localities  only  in  the  names  of  the  people 
fronting  for  the  Communist  Party.  The 
boss  was  here  again  another  top  func¬ 
tionary  of  the  Communist  Party.  He  is 
the  executive  secretary  of  the  Michigan 
Committee  for  Protection  of  the  Foreign 
Born.  He  is  Saul  Grossman,  and  he  is 
personally  known  to  this  Congress.  He 


refused  to  answer  as  to  his  Communist 
Party  membership  while  a  witness  be¬ 
fore  the  Committee  on  Un-Americar 
Activities  in  1952.  He  was  cited  fo 
contempt  of  the  Congress  for  his  Re¬ 
fusal  to  produce  the  books  and  r^rds 
of  this  same  Michigan  committej^T  He 
has  been  found  guilty  and  is  presently 
free  on  bail,  from  a  year’s  sejnence  for 
this  contempt. 

These  are  the  people  whcy^ill  call  upon 
us  next  Monday.  TheseyAre  the  people 
who  claim  to  represerV?  that  which  is 
best  for  America. 

At  their  meeting  Ih  New  York,  they 
claimed  that  the  59»Gommunist  deporta¬ 
tion  and  denaturalization  cases  which 
they  represent^ were  59  reasons  to  re¬ 
peal  the  W^ter-McCarran  law.  In 
Michigan,  they  claim  to  represent  100 
cases.  No^ne  of  these  cases  represents 
an  indi^^ual  not  connected  with  the 
Commi^ist  Party. 

I  l^e  followed  the  cases  handled  by 
the  /American  Committee  for  Protection 
of  Jffie  Foreign  Born  and  its  State  com- 
ittees  for  these  last  20  years.  Like 
fheir  current  cases,  their  previous  cases 
have  been  in  behalf  of  members  of  the 
Communist  Party.  I  have  been  unable 
to  find  one  case  handled  by  them  where 
the  defendant  was  not  associated  with 
the  Communist  Party.  Perhaps  the 
delegates  calling  upon  House  Members 
will  be  able  to  name  one,  although  I 
doubt  it. 


TVA’S  YARDSTICK  IS  DEAD

20  years  ago  when  the  Halls  of  Congress 
echoed  with  the  debate  on  a  bill  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  all-powerful  Tennessee  Valley 
Authority,  the  New  Deal  wordmongers 
coined  the  magic  phrase  “yardstick”  to 
rationalize  a  Government  TVA  scheme 
for  going  into  an  out-and-out  business 
operation. 

Paint  though  the  voices  of  opposition 
^were  in  those  days,  there  could  be  no 
genial  of  their  contention  that  it  was  not 
imrthe  American  pattern  that  the  sov-

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EMERGENCY  RICE  ALLOTMENTS  FOR  1955 


April  20  (legislative  day,  April  18),  1955. — Ordered  to  be  printed 


Mr.  Ellender,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 

submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  4647] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  4647),  to  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  having  considered  the 
same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  with 
amendments. 

This  bill,  with  the  committee  amendments,  would  (1)  increase  each 
1955  State  rice-acreage  allotment  2  percent,  (2)  provide  each  State 
with  a  1955  rice  allotment  at  least  equal  to  its  1950  allotment,  (3) 
provide  each  county  whose  base  acreage  for  1955  exceeded  by  at 
least  2  percent  its  base  acreage  for  1950  with  a  1955  rice  allotment 
at  least  equal  to  its  1950  allotment,  and  (4)  increase  each  State 
reserve  for  new  producers  and  new  farms  to  a  minimum  of  500  acres. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  relieve  hardship  resulting  from  the 
sharp  reduction  in  rice  acreage  required  by  the  1955  allotment,  1955 
being  the  first  year  since  1950  for  which  a  rice  allotment  has  been 
effective.  The  national  allotment  of  1,859,099  acres  represents  a 
24.7  percent  reduction  from  the  2,475,000  acres  planted  in  1954. 
Your  committee  believes  that  a  more  gradiial  reduction  in  acreage 
will  accomplish  the  desired  reduction  hi  supplies  without  such  severe 
hardship  to  growers. 

The  committee  amendments  would  reduce  to  2  percent  the  5-percent 
increase  in  State  allotments  provided  by  the  House  bill  and  incor¬ 
porate  the  provisions  described  in  clauses  (2)  and  (3)  of  the  first 
paragraph  of  this  report,  which  were  taken  from  S.  1061  introduced 
by  Senator  Ellender,  and  S.  882  introduced  by  Senator  Fulb right. 
The  provision  described  in  clause  (4)  above  is  identical  in  substance 
with  S.  692  introduced  by  Senators  Jolmston  and  Thurmond  of 
South  Carolina.  The  purpose  of  the  committee  amendments  is  to 
take  care  of  the  hardships  and  inequities  which  have  arisen  in  the 
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various  rice-growing  areas  without  unduly  increasing  the  national  rice 
acreage. 

The  reports  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  S.  1061,  S.  882, 
and  S.  692  are  attached.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  acknowledges  your  letter  of  February  16, 
requesting  a  report  on  S.  1061,  amending  section  353  of  the  Agricultural  Adjust¬ 
ment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  to  provide  that  no  State  rice-acreage  allotment  for 
1955  shall  be  smaller  than  the  1950  acreage  allotment  for  such  State. 

We  do  not  recommend  passage  of  this  legislation. 

The  effect  of  this  bill  would  be  to  increase  the  1955  rice-acreage  allotment  for 
Louisiana  approximately  37,800  acres  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  na¬ 
tional  allotment.  Apportionment  of  the  national  rice-acreage  allotment  among 
the  States  is  required  by  law  to  be  made  in  proportion  to  the  average  acreage  in 
each  State  during  the  preceding  5-year  period,  with  adjustments  for  trends  in 
acreage.  In  the  1950-54  period,  on  which  the  1955-crop  allotments  are  based, 
the  national  average  rice  acreage,  adjusted  for  trend,  was  26  percent  larger  than 
in  the  1945—49  period  on  which  the  1950  allotments  were  based.  Between  these 
two  base  periods,  the  average  acreage  planted  to  rice  in  Louisiana,  adjusted  for 
trend,  increased  less  than  2  percent.  As  a  result,  the  1955  allotment  for  Louisiana 
is  smaller  than  the  allotment  for  1950.  However,  as  compared  with  the  1954 
acreage,  the  acreage  reduction  for  Louisiana  is  only  21  percent,  or  less  than  the 
national  average  reduction  of  24.7  percent  called  for  under  the  1955  allotment 
program. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  would  be  difficult  to  justify  S.  1061  on  the  ground  of 
correcting  an  inequity.  Moreover,  the  resulting  added  production  would  further 
widen  the  disparity  between  supplies  and  market  outlets. 

In  view  of  the  telephone  request  of  March  18  that  this  report  be  submitted 
immediately,  we  have  not  obtained  advice  as  to  the  relationship  of  this  proposed 
legislation  to  the  program  of  the  President.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  2,  1955, 
requesting  a  report  on  S.  882,  a  bill  to  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended. 

We  have  no  objection  to  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  would  amend  section  353  of  the  act  so  as  to  provide  a  1955  rice-acreage 
allotment  of  not  less  than  the  1950  rice-acreage  allotment  for  any  country  (for 
which  rice-acreage  allotments  are  established  for  1955)  in  which  the  1950-54 
average  planted  acreage  plus  diverted  acreage  of  rice,  adjusted  for  trends  in 
acreage,  exceeds  the  1945-49  average  planted  acreage,  similarly  adjusted,  by 
more  than  2  percent.  Any  additional  acreage  required  to  provide  such  minimum 
county  allotments  would  be  in  addition  to  the  National  and  State  allotments  of 
rice  for  1955. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  moderate  the  rice-acreage  reductions  called  for  under 
marketing  quotas  for  Arkansas  County,  Ark.,  and  Vermilion  Parish,  La.,  which 
received  relatively  small  allotments  because  of  the  method  required  by  legislation 
to  be  used  for  apportioning  the  national  allotment  to  the  States  and  the  State 
allotments  to  the  counties. 
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(Although  there  was  an  uptrend  in  the  rice  acreage  in  each  of  these  counties 
during  the  5-year  base  period  of  1950-54,  the  1955  allotments  for  these  counties 
are  smaller  than  those  established  for  1950  because  of  shifts  in  acreage  as  between 
States  and  as  between  counties  within  States.  In  Arkaicsais  County,  Ark.,  a 
I  relatively  small  allotment  resulted  from  the  sharp  uptrend  in  acreage  in  other 
counties  of  the  State,  which  caused  Arkansas  County  to  lose  the  relative  portion 
it  held  in  the  5-year  base  period  used  in  apportioning  the  1950  State  allotment; 
and  in  Vermilion  Parish,  La.,  the  relatively  large  acreage  reduction  required  under 
the  1955  program  was  entirely  a  reflection  of  a  smaller  State  allotment  for  1955. 
The  fact  that  producers  in  these  counties  are  recpiired,  under  jjenalty,  to  reduce 
f  their  rice  acreage  below  their  allotment  for  1950,  when  the  total  United  States 
L  rice  acreage  was  about  34  percent  smaller  than  in  1954,  is  being  construed  as  an 
I  inequity  wliich  S.  882  aims  to  correct.  Tlie  provisions  of  the  bill  would  increase 
r  the  national  rice-acreage  allotment  of  1,859,099  acres  for  1955  by  10,220  acres, 
‘  or  less  than  six-tent' s  of  1  j)ercent. 

I  Although  the  Department  does,  in  principle,  disapprove  of  amending  legislation 
to  make  inapplicable  for  the  benefit  of  certain  counties  basic  legislative  provisions 
otherwise  applicable  to  all  counties,  di.sparities  cf  allotments  between  adjoining 
|.  counties  within  a  State  are  not  in  the  interest  of  good  program  administration. 

!  Inasmuch  as  the  provisions  of  S.  882  are  limited  to  the  1955  allotment  program 
and  marketing  cpiotas  have  been  put  into  effect  for  the  first  time  this  year,  the 
Department  does  not  object  to  adjusting  seeming  inequities  between  county 
allotments  for  1955  in  the  manner  proposed. 

Although  S.  882  would  principally  apply  to  Arkansas  County,  Ark.,  and  Ver¬ 
milion  Parish,  La.,  .some  very  minor  allotment  increases  wotild  accrue  from  the 
provisions  of  this  bill  to  the  parishes  of  Iberville  and  Morehouse,  La. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  program  of 
the  President,  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  acknowledges  your  letter  of  January  25, 
requesting  a  report  on  S.  692.  The  bill  amends  section  353  (c)  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  to  make  available  for  1955  in  any  State  in 
which  rice  was  produced  in  the  1950-54  period  a  reserve  acreage  of  not  less  than 
500  acres  for  apportionment  among  farms  operated  by  persons  who  will  grow  rice 
in  1955  for  the  first  time  since  1949.  The  additional  acreage  necessary  to  provide 
such  minimum  reserve  is  to  be  in  addition  to  the  National  and  State  acreage 
allotments. 

The  Department  has  no  objection  to  the  enactment  of  this  bill  because  of  the 
following  considerations: 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  give  relief  to  South  Carolina  where  two 
rice  producers  without  previous  rice-production  history  in  the  State  established  a 
rice  mill.  These  j)rodueers  produced  rice  in  Georgia  and  Texas  in  the  first  4  years 
of  the  5-year  period  used  in  establishing  farm-acreage  allotriients  for  1955.  Unless 
they  can  obtain  a  reasonable  1955  allotment  on  a  new-farm  basis  in  South  Carolina 
these  producers  may  be  forced  tp  move  their  mill  back  to  Texas  because  of  in-, 
sufficient  production  for  profitable  operation  of  the  mill.  Also,  other  producers 
in  South  Carolina  contend  that  removal  of  the  mill  from  the  State  would  Jeopardize 
the  entire  rice  industry  in  the  area  served  by  the  mill. 

Although  rice  production  in  the  United  States  had  its  beginning  in  South 
Carolina,  it  was  discontinued  on  a  commercial  basis  in  that  State  about  50  years 
ago.  An  effort,  was  made  to  revive  this  industry  by  planting  about  3,200  acres 
of  rice  in  South  Carolina  in  each  of  the  last  3  years.  The  acreage  reduction 
enforced  under  the  marketing  quota  program  for  the  1955  crop  of  rice  may  result 
in  mo.st  of  the  rice  producers  having  to  abandon  rice  production  in  South  Carolina, 
the  second  largest  rice-consuming  State  of  the  Nation. 

The  additional  acreage  required  to  be  allotted  to  correct  this  situation  would  be 
about  1,200  acres,  or  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  percent  of  the  national  rice-acreage 
allotment  proclaimed.  States  other  than  South  Carolina  would  derive  small 
benefits  from  this  bill.  These  States  include  Missouri,  Florida,  Tennessee, 
Arizona,  and  Illinois.

There  is  onlV  one  tin  smelter  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Hemisphere^that  in  Texas.  There  is 
only  one  princlp^  source  of  tin  ore  in  the 
Western  Hemispheke — Bolivia. 

These  two  facts  of  great  significance, 
talcen  in  conjunctionNwith  each  other. 

For  the  sake  of  our  Rational  security:  as 
an  aid  to  maintaining  ti^  free  economy  of 
the  nation  of  Bolivia;  anc^o  lessen  the  risk 
of  our  being  subjected  to  ^Ice  gouging  by 
those  controlling  foreign  tii^upplies,  con¬ 
tinued  operation  of  the  North\&merican  tin 
smelter  using  South  American  tip.  ore  is  es¬ 
sential.

QUOTA  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  AGRI¬ 
CULTURAL  ADJUSTMENT  ACT  OP 

1938,  AS  AMENDED 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Texas.  Mr.  Pi*esi- 
dent,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that  the 
unfinished  business  be  temporarily  laid 
aside  and  that  the  Senate  proceed  to 
consider  Order  213,  H.  R.  4647,  to  amend 
the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions  of 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938, 
as  amended. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  (H.  R. 
4647)  which  had  been  reported  from  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 
with  amendments  on  page  1,  line  8,  to 
strike  out  “five  per  centum’’  and  insert 
“2  per  centum  or  by  such  greater  acreage 
as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such  State 
with  an  allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allot¬ 
ment,’’  and  in  line  11,  after  the  word 
“for,”  to  strike  out  “1955”  and  insert 
“1955  (i).” 

On  page  2,  line  4,  after  the  word  “acre¬ 
age”,  to  insert  a  comma  and  “and  (ii) 
the  1955  allotment  for  any  county  in 
which  the  1950-1954  average  planted 
plus  diverted  acreage  of  rice,  adjusted 
for  trends  in  acreage,  exceeds  the  1945- 
1949  average  planted  acreage  of  rice, 
similarly  adjusted,  by  more  than  2  per 
centiun  shall  be  further  increased  by 
such  additional  acreage  as  may  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  provide  such  county  with  an 
allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allotment.” 

The  amendments  were  agreed  to. 

The  amendments  were  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  the  bill  to  be  read  a  third 
time. 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time,  and 
passed. 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  have  printed 
In  the  Record  at  this  point  a  brief  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  bill. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  explana¬ 
tion  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

Explanation  op  H.  B.  4647 

This  bill,  with  the  committee  amend¬ 
ments,  would  make  several  increases  in  1955 
rice-acreage  allotments.  First,  it  would  in¬ 
crease  each  State  allotment  by  2  percent. 
Second,  it  would  provide  each  State,  and 
each  of  those  counties  whose  base  acreage 
had  risen  2  percent  since  1950,  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  1955  allotment,  equal  to  its  1950  allot¬ 
ment.  Third,  it  would  increase  each  State 
reserve  for  new  producers  and  new  farms  to 
a  minimum  of  500  acres. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  relieve  hard¬ 
ship  resulting  from  the  sharp  reduction  in 
rice  acreage  required  by  the  1955  allotment. 
In  an  effort  to  take  care  of  the  various  hard¬ 
ships  which  have  arisen  in  the  various  rice- 
growing  areas  the  committee  has  proposed 
amendments  which  incorporate  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  Senate  bills  1061  and  882,  which 
provide  respectively  for  the  State  and  county 
minimum  allotments  just  described.  As 
shown  in  the  committee  rejjort  the  areas 
which  would  benefit  from  these  minimum 
provisions  have  increased  their  acreage  de¬ 
voted  to  rice  production  since  the  base  pe¬ 
riod  applicable  to  1950,  but  now  would  re¬ 
ceive  sharp  cuts  below  their  1950  allotments 
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because  of  the  expansion  of  rice  production 
in  other  areas. 

In  order  to  avoid  unduly  increasing  the 
national  rice  acreage  the  committee  amend¬ 
ments  would  also  reduce  to  2  percent  the 
5  percent  general  increase  in  State  allot¬ 
ments  provided  by  the  bill  as  it  passed  the 
House. 

The  provision  for  increasing  the  State  re¬ 
serve  is  of  particular  significance  in  South 
Carolina  where  the  two  price  producers  have 
established  a  rice  mill.  These  producers  have 
previous  production  history  in  Georgia  and 
Texas  but  not  in  South  Carolina.  Unless 
they  can  obtain  a  reasonable  1955  allotment 
on  a  new  farm  basis  they  may  be  forced  to 
move  their  rice  mill  to  Texas.  This  would 
cause  difficulties  for  all  rice  producers  served 
by  the  mill. 

Mr.  SALTONSTALL  subsequently 
said: 

Mr.  Pi-esident,  I  should  like  to  ask  the 
distinguished  senior  Senator  from 
Louisiana  who  is  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  a 
question.  Were  the  amendments  to  H.  R. 
4647,  Calendar  No.  213,  unanimously 
agreed  to  by  the  committee ;  and  was  the 
bill  with  the  amendments  as  reported  by 
the  committee  the  bill  which  v/as  passed 
today? 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  The  answer  to  the 
Senator’s  question  is  in  the  aflBrmative.

Generally  it  goes 
bewer  with  the  folks  back  home,  at  least 
at  emotion  time,  to  profess  ignorance  of 
politiOB  and  at  the  same  time  to  modest¬ 
ly  let  i^e  understood,  even  if  you  have 
to  leak  cbe  news  yourself  by  inference, 
that  on  another  subjects  you  just  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  TOll  informed.  I  hasten  to 
explain  this  statement  is  not  intended 
to  impugn  th^vmotives  of  any  Member 
of  Congress  oth^than  my  own. 

What,  Mr.  Spei^r,  would  the  good 
people  of  the  Pirst^istrict  of  the  State 
of  Washington,  who  not  only  elected  me 
once  but  returned  me  tto  Congress,  think 
of  their  RepresentativeNi  he  confessed 
ignorance,  or  what  may  ^  just  as  bad, 
if  he  admitted  confusion  a  simple 
subject  like  geography?  ^wever,  it 
looks  as  though  that  is  the  situation. 

What  may  make  matters  ev^  worse, 
out  in  the  State  of  Washington  -^have 
always  had  a  fine  public-school  sj^Stem. 
When  I  w'as  a  boy  in  the  fifth  or  siVth 
grade  I  had  the  advantage  of  a  fife 
course  in  elementary  geography.  No^ 
it  seems  what  I  was  taught  was  wrong. 
Columbus  was  wrong.  We  have  been 
under  a  delusion — the  world  is  not 
round. 

It  seems  hard  to  believe,  Mr.  Speaker, 
that  my  teachers  in  the  Summit  School 
in  Seattle  would  have  misled  me  on  that 
one  point.  They  were  right  about  other 
matters.  Not  even  the  Socialists  nor  re¬ 
actionaries:  nor  a  depression  nor  pros¬ 
perity;  nor  peace  nor  war;  nor  anything 
since  has  changed  the  arithmetic  of  sim¬ 
ple  economics  taught  me  in  my  youth. 
Two  plus  two  is  still  four.  Reading,  writ¬ 
ing,  and  arithmetic  are  the  same.  So  is 
the  history  of  this  great  land  of  freedom 
and  opportunity;  it  has  not  changed. 
But  with  geography  it  may  be  different. 

I  say  this  because  I  distinctly  remem¬ 
ber  my  teachers  explaining  the  shape  of 
the  earth  so  that  in  circumnavigating 
the  surface  of  the  world  the  farther  one 
traveled  north,  for  example,  from  the 
equator,  the  less  the  distance  between 
two  locations.  Thus  a  ship  from  Seattle 
to  the  Orient  making  a  circular  swing 
northward,  taking  advantage  of  the 
shorter  distance,  saved  about  1,200  miles 
as  against  a  ship  sailing  from  San  Fran-v 
cisco.  In  terms  of  time  this  was  a  sav^ 
ing  of  about  43  hours,  or  in  tody’s 
values,  figuring  pi'esent  operating  ^sts 
of  modern  ships,  a  huge  saving  irr  run¬ 
ning  a  ship.  / 

Now,  Mr.  Speaker,  imagine^my  disil¬ 
lusionment;  for  it  turns  oyc  that  all 
these  years  I  have  been  inycrror.  Only 
yesterday  I  was  informed jay  a  high  offi¬ 
cial  in  the  Pentagon  th^ the  Army  op¬ 
erates  on  a  formula  thin  it  is  350  miles 
shorter  in  winter  andr200  miles  shorter 
in  summer  from  ^n  Francisco  than 
from  Seattle  to  J^an.  This  was  a  se¬ 
vere  shock  and  tM  extent  of  the  seasonal 
variation  was,  ^o.  I  know  about  expan¬ 
sion  and  co^action  under  heat  and 
cold,  but  th^age  in  my  geography  book 
must  hav^een  missing  on  this  earthly 
phenome^n. 

The  ^erators  of  private  ships  use  the 
north^n  route  winter  and'summer  cross¬ 
ing  ^e  Pacific  Ocean,  and  according  to 
th^  old-fashioned  chronometers  and 
canendars  this  reduces  the  trip  by  a 


couple  of  days.  But  not  the  Military 
Sea  Transportation  Service,  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  follow  the  modern  army  system 
of  measuring  distance,  and  possibly,  too, 
may  follow  a  fairly  recent  California 
Chamber  of  Commerce  shipping  bulletin 
which  authoritatively  says  the  northern 
route  from  Seattle  is  unusable  95  per¬ 
cent  of  the  time.  We  have  all  heard 
that  the  world  is  getting  smaller;  what 
some  of  us  did  not  know  was  that  the 
world,  unlike  people  who  get  older,  is 
shrinking  at  the  girth  and  not  at  the 
neck.  Not  too  seriously  speaking,  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  should  have  been  given  sixth- 
grade  geopolitics — not  geography.  You 
can  see  that  is  about  the  size  of  it.  Be¬ 
cause  if  I  was  a  member  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Armed  Services,  maybe 
I  could  have  asked  Army  witnesses  a  few 
questions  about  geography  and  learned 
the  new  system.  ' 

The  great  State  of  California  is  fortu¬ 
nate.  It  has  four  distinguished  Repre¬ 
sentatives— more  members  than  any 
other  State — on  the  House  Armed  Serv¬ 
ices  Committee.  They  are  fine  gentle - 
feen  and  certainly  not  ignorant,  like 
g^tleman'  from  Washington  who  ^1 
dims  to  the  old-fashioned  notion  ^at 
a  Gl^by  air  or  by  sea  can  get  hom^rom 
the  Ofent  quicker  to  his  loved  ^es  by 
the  norfeern  route.  / 

It  is  fet  often  that  we/find  the 
branches  ofeur  military  serv^e  in  agree¬ 
ment,  but  a!k  to  the  modeyn  science  of 
geography  oi^he  Pacif^  there  would 
seem  to  be  noVlash  oy  opinion.  It  is 
true  that  on  tlN  ea^  coast  the  Navy 
maintains  various^'roerational  bases  be¬ 
sides  Norfolk  for  ^nbat  ships.  There 
are  so-called  honae  \orts  from  north 
to  south  for  v^ous  utoes  of  ships  at 
Boston,  Newpoja,  New  London,  Charles¬ 
ton,  and  KeVwest.  On  fee  west  coast 
the  only  s^m  bases  are  atfeong  Beach 
and  Santiago.  This  tradifenal  con-

While  my  maps  are  not  up  to  date  an^ 
fail  to  show  this,  it  may  be  that  the! 
Pacific  Northwest  and  Alaska  are  so  re-  | 
mote  from  Asia  they  are  quite  safe  and  i 
do  not  need  protection.  | 

A  while  back  I  seem  to  recall  the  mili¬ 
tary  decided  we  did  not  need  an  airlift 
across  the  northern  route.  It  was  too 
expensive.  The  Post  Office  Department 
ought  to  catch  up  because  it  pays  on  a 
per-mile  basis,  and  since  it  pays  the  pri-  ! 
vate  airline  on  the  old  measurement 
basis,  the  Army  mail  in  increasing 
amounts  is  designated  via  Seattie,  which  j 
by  oid-fashioned  geography,  and  old-  ;

This  will  be  an  interesting  experhnent 
in  overseas  troop  movement,  but^  will 
be  of  particular  interest  to  me/to  find 
out  from  the  final  study  and  evaluation, 
first,  why  this  operation  is  planned 
via  the  North  Pacific;  andysecond,  how 
much  differential  in  cost,  in  extra  gaso¬ 
line  alone,  would  the  op^ation  entail  as 
between  San  Francisco^ind  Seattle.

RICE  MARKETING  QUOTAS 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  Mr 
Speaker,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
take  from  the  Speaker’s  desk  the  bill 
(H.  R.  4647)  to  amend  the  rice  market¬ 
ing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended, 
with  Senate  amendments  thereto,  and 
concur  in  the  Senate  admendments. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  Clerk  read  the  Senate  amend¬ 
ments,  as  follows: 

Page  1,  line  8,  strike  out  “5  percent”  and 
Insert  "2  percent  or  by  such  greater  acreage 
as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such  State 
with  an  allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allot¬ 
ment.” 

Page  1,  line  9,  strike  out  “1955”  and  insert 
“1955  (i).” 

Page  2,  line  3,  after  “acreage”  insert  “.  and 
(ii)  the  1955  allotment  for  any  county  in 
which  the  1950-54  average  planted  plus  di¬ 
verted  acreage  of  rice,  adjusted  for  trends 
in  acreage,  exceeds  the  1945—49  average 
planted  acreage  of  rice,  similarly  adjusted, 
by  more  than  2  percent  shall  then  be  further 
increased  by  suc,h  additional  acreage  as  may 
be  necessary  to  provide  such  county  with  an 
allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allotment.” 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Texas? 

Mr.  AT, BERT.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  I  desire  to  ask  the 
gentleman  from  Texas  whether  or  not 
this  bill  is  intended  to  give  and  does  give 
the  State  of  Oklahoma  a  reserve  acreage 
of  not  less  than  500  acres  for  apportion¬ 
ment  to  farms  operated  by  persons  who 
have  not  produced  rice  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  5  years  or  on  which  rice  or  farms 
on  which  rice  has  not  been  planted  in 
the  preceding  5  years. 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  The  gen¬ 
tleman’s  question  is  whether  that  pro¬ 
tects  Oklahoma? 

Mr.  ALBERT.  The  question  is 
whether  this  bill  gives  not  less  than  500 
acres  to  the  State  of  Oklahoma. 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  That  is 
correct.  That  is  correct  in  my  under¬ 
standing.  That  was  the  understanding 
of  our  committee  when  we  held  the 
hearings  on  it  and  when  we  reported 
the  bill  out. 

Mr.  ALBERT.  And  that  is  the  gen¬ 
tleman’s  understanding  of  the  language 
in  the  bill? 
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Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  That  is 
my  imderstanding.  It  is  the  language 
of  the  bill. 

Mr.  ALBERT.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  with¬ 
draw  my  reservation  of  objection. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  Reserving  the  right  to 
object,  as  I  understand  it,  the  House 
version  of  this  bill  increased  the  acre¬ 
age,  which  treated  every  State  equally, 
with  some  minor  exceptions  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  North  Carolina.  That  has  been 
upset  by  the  Senate,  and  they  have  writ¬ 
ten  this  language  so  that  certain  States 
will  get  an  undue  amount  of  this  new 
acreage.  Is  that  correct? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  I  would 
not  say  so.  The  language  of  the  Senate 
version  reestablishes  the  acreage  as  it 
was  in  1950,  or  at  least  says  that  no  State 
shall  have  less  than  that  acreage. 
Frankly,  that  was  a  very  moving  factor 
when  our  committee  was  considering  the 
original  measure,  as  the  gentleman  will 
recall. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  Mr.  Speaker,  it  is  my 
understanding  that  this  bill  as  passed 
by  the  Senate  makes  special  provision 
for  one  and  possibly  two  States,  at  the 
disadvantage  of  the  rest  of  the  rice¬ 
growing  States.  I  do  not  want  to  be 
obnoxious  in  this  matter,  but  I  am  con¬ 
strained  to  object  to  these  amendments, 
and  I  do  object,  Mr.  Speaker. 
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PURPLE  HEART  STAMP 

(Mr.  PHILBIN  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  address  the  House  for  1 
minute  and  revise  and  extend  his  re¬ 
marks.) 

Mr.  PHILBIN.  Mr.  Speaker,  Boston  is 
signally  honored  and  privileged  this  year 
to  be  the  convention  city  of  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Purple  Heart.  The  order 
has  chosen  Boston  because  it  is  one  of 
the  oldest  and  most  historic  cities  of 
the  Nation  and  will  meet  there  on  Au¬ 
gust  9  through  14  for  its  annual  con¬ 
vention. 

As  a  well-deserved  tribute  to  this  out¬ 
standing  patriotic  organization,  I  have 
today  introduced  in  the  House  a  bill  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  issuance  of  a  special  com¬ 
memorative  postage  stamp  in  honor  of 
the  Order  of  the  Purple  Heart  with  the 
added  provision  that  the  first-day  sal;  ' 
be  made  at  Boston  the  day  before  tHe 
1955  convention  opens. 

A  constituent  of  mine,  Mr.  Ros^-e 
Rajotte,  of  Northbridge,  Mass.,  l^isla- 
tive  officer  of  the  Department  ofiTilassa- 
chusetts.  Military  Order  of  tyk  Purple 
Heart,  has  furnished  me  With  back¬ 
ground  material  concernii^  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Purple  He^t  award. 

The  Badge  of  Military^erit,  designed 
as  the  figure  of  a  he^t,  in  purple  was 
created  by  George  "Washington  and  the 
first  award  was  ma^  on  August  7,  1782. 
The  following  is  ihe  text  of  General 
"Washington’s  orjifer,  which  established 
this  award:

Orders  of  day: 

For  fatig^fe  tomorrow,  the  Second  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Hegiment.

The  general,  ever  desirous  to  cherish  a  vir¬ 
tuous  ambition  in  his  soldiers,  as  well  as  to 
foster  and  encourage  every  species  of  military 
merit,  directs  that  whenever  any  singularly 
meritorious  action  is  performed,  the  author 
of  it  shall  be  permitted  to  wear  on  his  fac¬ 
ings  over  the  left  breast,  the  figure  of  a  heart 
in  purple  cloth  or  silk,  edged  with  narrow 
lace  or  bindings.  The  road  to  glory  in  a 
patriot  army  and  free  country  is  thus  open 
to  all.  This  order  is  also  to  have  retrospect 
to  the  earliest  stages  of  the  war,  and  to  be 
considered  a  permanent  one. 

G.  Washington, 
Commander  in  Chief, 

Thus,  Mr.  Speaker,  was  created  an 
award  which  honored  the  heroes  of  the 
war  for  independence.  It  was  in  1932 
that  attention  was  again  focused  on  the 
Purple  Heart  when  General  Douglas 
MacArthur  issued  orders  to  reactivate 
this  outstanding  decoration  for  military 
achievement.  This  is  the  text  of  Gen¬ 
eral  MacArthur ’s  order:

AMENDING  THE  RICE-WLARKETING- 

QUOTA  PROVISIONS  OF  AGRICUL¬ 
TURAL  ACT  OF  1938 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
take  from  the  Speaker’s  desk  the  bill 
(H.  R.  4647)  to  amend  the  rice-market¬ 
ing-quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended, 
with  Senate  amendments,  and  concur  in 
the  Senate  amendments. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  Clerk  read  the  Senate  amend¬ 
ments,  as  follows: 

Page  1,  line  8,  strike  out  "5  percent”  and 
insert  “2  percent  or  by  such  greater  acreage 
as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such  State 
with  an  allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allot¬ 
ment.” 

Page  1,  line  9,  strike  out  “1955”  and  insert 
"1955  (1).” 

Page  2,  line  3,  after  "acreage”.  Insert 
“,  and  (ii)  the  1955  allotment  for  any 
county  in  which  the  1950-54  average  planted 
plus  diverted  acreage  of  rice,  adjusted  for 
trends  in  acreage,  exceeds  the  1945-49  aver¬ 
age  planted  acreage  of  rice,  similarly  ad¬ 
justed,  by  more  than  2  percent  shall  then 
be  further  increased  by  such  additional 
acreage  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such 
county  with  an  allotment  equal  to  its  1950 
allotment.” 

Mr.  HAGEN.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  gentleman  from  Texas  some  ques¬ 
tions  and  make  a  statement. 

The  House  passed  the  5-percent  in¬ 
crease  with  a  special  provision  for  South 
Carolina.  What  amount  of  acreage  did 
that  add  to  the  national  acreage? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  I  cannot 
answer  the  gentleman’s  question,  but  he 
was  present  and  if  he  will  refer  to  his 
record  of  the  hearings  I  think  he  will 
find  the  answer. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  Does  the  Senate  version 
add  less  or  more  to  the  national  acreage? 
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Mr.  THOMPSOl-i'  Of  Texas.  It  would 
add  less  because  of  cuts  from  5  to  2  per¬ 
cent. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  It  gives  special  relief  to 
about  3  States? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  That  is 
correct:  however,  the  overall  acreage,  if 
I  am  correctly  informed  from  the  other 
end  of  the  Capitol,  will  be  considerably 
less  under  the  current  bill. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  The  additional  acreage 
given  to  3  States  is  about  37,000  acres? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  That  is 
correct. 

Mr.  HAGEN.  May  I  say  that  I  have 
communicated,  as  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Agi’iculture,  with  those  Mem¬ 
bers  from  California  who  represent  the 
principal  rice-growing  areas.  They  have, 
in  turn,  communicated  with  their  grow¬ 
ers.  They  do  not  like  this  unequal  treat¬ 
ment.  However,  it  is  getting  rather  late 
in  the  season  and  the  possibility  is  no 
increase  will  be  adopted  if  this  one  is  not 
agreed  to.  Although  they  do  not  like  it, 
they  are  willing  to  go  along.  By  reason 
of  the  emergency  character  of  this  legis¬ 
lation  and  the  parliamentary  situation, 
California  Congressmen  are  placed  in  the 
position  of  either  blocking  unfair  legis¬ 
lation,  dictated  by  the  other  body,  and 
foregoing  some  local  benefit  or  acqui¬ 
escing  and  accepting  a  basically  unfair 
proposition  as  the  price  of  securing  some 
emergency  acres  and  retaining  the  good¬ 
will  of  the  representatives  of  other  rice 
areas.  I  have  put  this  proposition  to 
other  California  Congressmen  who  have 
checked  with  their  constituents  as  I  have 
said  and  in  this  one  instance  they  are 
willing  to  yield.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
I  withdraw  my  objection  raised  yester¬ 
day  but  I  would  like  to  comment  further 
on  the  questions  raised  by  this  develop¬ 
ment. 

The  question  of  raising  the  1955  rice 
acreage  allotment  was  presented  to  the 
House  Agriculture  Committee  at  an  early 
date  and  the  subcommittee  of  which  I 
am  a  member  worked  assiduously  on  the 
problem.  After  extensive  hearings  it  was 
determined  that  some  emergency  in¬ 
crease  in  acres  was  desirable  provided  all 
States  were  given  equal  treatment.  Leg¬ 
islation  embodying  these  principles  was 
passed  by  the  House  at  a  very  early  date. 
Thereafter  the  other  body  dawdled  with 
the  subject  and  at  a  late  date  presents 
us  with  a  basically  different  proposition 
which  violates  the  rights  of  a  great  many 
rice-producing  States. 

This  and  similar  occurrences  are  the 
reasons  that  I  am  voting  against  a  res¬ 
toration  of  90  percent  of  parity  on 
basic  crops  at  this  time.  Unquestionably 
this  high  level  of  support  has  a  greater 
tendency  to  produce  surpluses  and 
quotas  than  a  lower  level  of  support.  It 
is  my  observation,  based  on  sad  recent 
experience,  that  it  is  almost  a  corollary 
proposition  that  with  respect  to  any  crop 
under  quotas  some  Representative  will 
conclude  that  his  farmers  are  entitled 
to  special  treatment  at  the  expense  of 
farmers  from  other  areas  and  he  seeks 
such  special  treatment  with  frequent 
success.  These  actions  make  a  political 
proposition  out  of  support  programs  and 
justify  much  of  the  criticism  of  support 
programs  which  produce  surpluses. 
Representatives  of  the  areas  of  new,  pro¬ 


gressive  production  in  the  United  States 
will  not  long  tolerate  any  program 
which  is  twisted  to  the  detriment  of  such 
production.  No  one  wants  to  be  the  vic¬ 
tim  of  a  political  gouge. 

I  believe  in  support  programs  for 
farmers.  I  believe  that  they  are  vitally 
necessary  but  at  the  moment  I  am  with¬ 
holding  support  for  that  kind  of  a  sup¬ 
port  program  which  is  most  likely  to 
produce  those  surpluses  which  necessi¬ 
tate  the  political  gouge  which  I  have  seen 
applied  around  here  of  late. 

It  is  of  small  value  that  the  House  acts 
equitably  if  the  other  body  acts  inequi¬ 
tably  and  imposes  its  will  upon  us.  This 
rice  legislation  was  passed  with  no  debate 
in  the  Senate — with  no  voices  of  opposi¬ 
tion. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  state  that  I  am 
somewhat  critical  of  my  people  with  re¬ 
spect  to  this  legislation.  Although  I  am 
the  only  Californian  on  the  Agriculture 
Committee  I  have  received  no  communi¬ 
cation  from  any  farm  organization  or 
rice  grower  on  this  subject. 

Mr.  GATHINGS.  Mr.  Speaker,  re¬ 
serving  the  right  to  object,  may  I  ask 
the  gentleman  from  Texas  whether  or 
not  he  feels  it  would  be  well  for  this  bill 
to  go  to  conference  or  does  he  think  it 
should  be  brought  up  here  in  this  man¬ 
ner  without  due  regard  to  the  straight 
5-percent  increase  which  the  House  bill 
carried? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  I  am  very 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  go  to 
conference  it  will  drag  out  so  long  it  will 
be  too  late  to  plant  rice. 

Mr.  GATHINGS.  We  do  not  have 
unanimity  of  agreement  in  the  State  of 
Arkansas  by  virtue  of  the  amendment 
placed  in  the  bill  by  the  Senate.  We 
like  the  House  bill.  Under  the  House 
version  there  was  no  special  treatment 
accorded  any  one  section  of  the  belt; 
all  were  treated  alike.  Under  this  bill, 
in  my  State,  we  would  get  only  about 
9,000  additional  acres.  One  county 
would  pick  up  about  5,000  acres  under 
the  provision  which  was  written  into  the 
legislation  by  the  other  body.  May  I  ask 
the  gentleman  if  he  feels  it  would  be 
better  to  pass  this  bill  here  today  or  go 
to  conference? 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  I  think  it 
would  be  better  to  pass  it  right  now;  in 
other  words,  accept  the  Senate  amend¬ 
ments. 

Mr.  GATHINGS.  I  withhold  my  ob¬ 
jection  for  the  sole  reason  that  I  am 
convinced  that  any  further  delay  in  the 
passage  of  a  rice  bill,  even  though  the 
legislation  provides  only  a  mere  pittance 
of  relief,  may  mean  that  there  will  be 
no  rice  bill  enacted  which  would  add 
acreage  for  the  1955  crop  year.  This 
measure  offers  little,  very  little,  assist¬ 
ance.  It  will,  however,  supplement  the 
allotment  of  a  host  of  rice  farmers  who 
are  faced  with  glaring  and  brazen  hard¬ 
ships.  They  need  to  have  their  allot¬ 
ments  brought  up  to  such  a  level  as  to 
be  able  to  operate  their  farms  on  an 
economical  basis.  The  cutbacks  from 
their  previous  plantings  are  so  severe 
that  they  amount  to  gross  inequities 
which  are  unconscionable.  Too,  I  am 
partly  consoled  in  this  matter  by  the 
fact  that  another  bill,  H.  R.  2839,  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  release  and  reapportion- 
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ment  of  unused  rice  acreages,  has  been 
adopted  by  the  other  body  without 
amendment  and  is  now  before  the  Presi¬ 
dent  for  his  signature.  I  called  the 
White  House  today  to  seek  to  determine 
when  this  bill  might  be  signed,  and  while 
no  action  has  been  taken  as  yet,  I  am 
hopeful  that  we  will  receive  speedy  ac¬ 
tion.  Thus,  while  the  measure  now  be¬ 
fore  us  provides  a  mere  pittance,  addi¬ 
tional  relief  will  be  provided  by  the  re¬ 
lease  and  reapportionment  legislation. 

Mr.  MILLS.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  not 
objecting  to  the  request  to  agree  to  the 
Senate  amendments,  because  it  appears 
evident  that  this  is  the  best  that  we  can 
obtain  and  objection  now  might  prevent 
even  this  little  relief  being  made  avail¬ 
able  to  those  rice  farmers  in  need  of 
something  being  passed  at  this  time  to 
ease  their  situations.  I  much  prefer, 
however,  the  language  of  the  House  bill 
and  regret  that  we  must  accept  less  than 
that  passed  by  the  House.  If  we  are  to 
receive  anything  on  this  subject,  it  seems 
that  this  is  the  most  we  can  pass. 

Mr.  ALBERT.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  I  desire  to  ask  the 
gentleman  from  Texas  whether  it  is  in¬ 
tended  by  this  bill  to  give  to  Oklahoma 
and  whether  this  bill  in  fact,  gives  to 
Oklahoma  in  1955,  a  reserve  acreage  of 
not  less  than  500  acres  for  apportion¬ 
ment  to  farms  in  Oklahoma  operated  by 
persons  who  have  not  produced  rice  dur¬ 
ing  the  preceding  5  years  or  in  which 
rice  has  not  been  planted  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  5  years. 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  I  think  it 
does,  without  any  question.  The  prob¬ 
lem  of  Oklahoma  which  the  gentleman 
has  just  described  is  one  of  the  reasons 
why  section  (4)  beginning  on  page  2,  line 
18,  was  written  into  the  original  bill. 
Oklahoma  was  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  House  report.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  committee,  and  the  House,  in¬ 
tended  to  take  care  of  the  State  of  Okla¬ 
homa  along  with  all  other  States  with  a 
like  problem. 

Mr.  ALBERT.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  with¬ 
draw  my  reservation. 

Mr.  THOMPSON  of  Texas.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  might  add  that  the  increases 
in  acreage  in  this  entire  bill  are  intended 
to  take  care  of  the  1955  emergency  only, 
and  should  not  be  included  in  future 
histoi'y. 

(Mr.  SMITH  of  Mississippi  asked  and 
was  given  permission  to  extend  his  re¬ 
marks  at  this  point  in  the  Record.) 

Mr.  SMITH  of  Mississippi.  Mr. 
Speaker,  reserving  the  right  to  object, 
my  initial  impulse  has  been  to  object  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  Senate  amend¬ 
ments  to  this  bill.  The  Senate  amend¬ 
ments  follow  the  procedure  of  giving 
special  acreage  consideration  to  old  rice¬ 
growing  areas  where  normal  economic 
developments  have  resulted  in  a  volun¬ 
tary  decrease  in  rice  acreage. 

This  may  be  a  humanitarian  attitude 
to  adopt  in  regard  to  modification  of 
acreage  bills,  but  the  Congress  has  cer¬ 
tainly  refused  to  adopt  such  an  attitude 
in  consideration  of  other  acreage  legis¬ 
lation,  notably  that  of  cotton.  The  only 
legislation  to  increase  cotton  acreage 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Con¬ 
gress  has  given  special  concessions  to 
the  new  growing  areas  by  contrast  with 
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the  old.  When  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee  considered  cotton  acreage 
legislation  a  few  months  ago,  some  of 
the  same  members  of  the  committee  who 
approved  of  these  Senate  amendments 
actively  opposed  similar  legislation  for 
cotton.  If  the  cotton  legislation  which 
the  House  passed  was  fair,  this  bill  is 
decidedly  unfair. 

This  bill  will  have  the  effect  of  increas¬ 
ing  rice  production  at  a  time  when  the 
the  country  is  already  burdened  with  a 
heavy  surplus  of  rice.  In  view  of  ob¬ 
jections  which  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  speaking  for  the  President,  has 
presented  to  other  acreage  increase  leg¬ 
islation,  the  only  consistent  course  that 
can  be  followed  would  be  for  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  veto  this  bill. 

I  shall  not  object  to  this  unanimous- 
consent  request  because  it  is  possible 
that  a  bill  to  come  out  of  conference 
might  actually  provide  for  an  even 
greater  increase  in  rice  acreage.  I  want 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress, 
however,  to  the  inconsistentcy  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Agriculture  on  the 
subject  of  rice  and  cotton  acreage.  I 
hope  more  fair  treatment  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  both  the  cotton  and  rice  grow¬ 
ers  in  Mississippi  in  the  future. 

(Mr.  HAGEN  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  extend  his  remarks  at  this 
point  in  the  Record.) 

[Mr.  HAGEN’S  remarks  will  appear 
hereafter  in  the  Appendix.] 

Mr.  SISK.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  not 
going  to  object  to  passage  of  H.  R.  4647, 
but  I  want  to  point  out  that  as  now  be¬ 
fore  the  House,  it  contains  provisions  I 
am  reluctant  to  see  enacted,  and  I  want 
to  make  it  clear  that,  so  far  as  I  am  con¬ 
cerned,  I  hope  this  House  will  not  con¬ 
sider  this  bill  as  establishing  a  precedent 
for  future  agricultural  legislation. 

This  bill  sets  up  emergency  rice-acre¬ 
age  allotments  of  1955.  The  planting 
season  is  now  on  us  and  if  it  is  not  im-  ; 
mediately  enacted  it  will  do  no  good  for  i 
anyone.  That  is  one  reason  I  am  not  ; 
objecting  now.  You  will  recall  that  this  ■ 
House  passed  a  bill  granting  a  5-percent 
rice-acreage  increase  on  an  equal  basis  \ 
to  all  ricegrowing  States.  It  treated 
all  growers  alike.  When  the  measure  ^ 
reached  the  Senate  it  was  amended  and  , 
the  measure  now  before  us  includes  the  ; 
Senate  amendments  to  the  House  bill. 

Now  the  bill  provides  for  a  2 -percent 
acreage  increase,  but  provides  for  added  ; 
acreage  in  certain  States. ,  While  Cali¬ 
fornia  will  receive  some  benefit  from  this 
measure,  it  is  reduced  in  comparison  * 
with  that  provided  by  the  original  bill 
passed  by  the  House.  At  the  same  time, 
this  measure  now  gives  preferential 
treatment  to  certain  other  areas.  I  ap¬ 
preciate  the  difficulties  faced  by  rice- 
growers  in  certain  areas  and  I  want  to 
be  fair  to  them  and  to  assist  in  solving 
their  problems,  but  I  feel  that  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  preferential  treatment  for  cer- 
tain  States  is  a  dangerous  one  and  I  am , 
reluctant  to  see  the  Congress  appear  to ; 
embark  on  a  program  based  upon  re¬ 
gional  or  geographical  considerations 
rather  than  a  program  designed  to  afford 
equal  relief  to  all  farmers  who  need  it, 
regardless  of  where  their  farms  are  sit- ' 
uated. 


I  sincerely  hope  this  House  will  accept 
my  view  that  in  working  out  our  farm 
problems  we  must  act  as  a  Nation  on  a 
national  basis  and  not  as  individual 
States  bickering  over  regional  or  local 
advantages. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Texas? 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  Senate  amendments  were  con¬ 
curred  in;  and  a  motion  to  reconsider 
was  laid  on  the  table. 

SVELOPMENT  OP  AGRICULTURE’S 
^N  RESOURCES— MESSAGE 

pM  THE  PRESIDENT  OP  THE 
DOTTED  STATES  (H.  DOC.  NO.  149) 

TheNsPEAKER  laid  before  the  House 
the  foUewing  message  from  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  l^e  United  States,  which  was 
read,  and,^gether  with  the  accompany¬ 
ing  papers^^eferred  to  the  Committee 
on  Agricult\re  and  ordered  to  be 
printed; 

To  the  Congress^lf  the  United  States: 

In  this  wealthiest  of  nations  where 
per  capita  income^  the  highest  in  the 
world,  more  than  onVfourth  of  the  fam¬ 
ilies  who  live  on  American  farms  still 
have  cash  incomes  of  less  than  $1,000  a 
year.  They  neither  sh^re  fully  in  our 
economic  and  social  proteress  nor  con¬ 
tribute  as  much  as  they  ^uld  like  and 
can  contribute  to  the  Nathan’s  produc¬ 
tion  of  goods  and  services. 

This  human  problem  is  in?>dequately 
pictured  by  charts  and  figui^.  Cur¬ 
tailed  opportunity  begets  an  e^nomicy 
and  social  chain  reaction  which  Veatea 
unjustified  disparity  in  individu^  r/- 
ward.  Participation  diminishes  in 
munity,  religious,  and  civic  affairs, 
terprise  and  hope  give  way  to  inerti^ai 
apathy.  Through  this  process  alyof  u? 
suffer.  This  problem  calls  for  jander- 
standing  and  for  action. 

We  must  open  wider  the  doors  of 
opportunity  to  our  million  and  a  half 
farm  families  with  extrem^  low  in¬ 
comes — for  their  own  well-b«ng  and  for 
the  good  of  our  country  And  all  our 
people. 

Recommendations  to  ^hieve  this  end 
have  been  made  to  me  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture.  I  transit  them  to  you, 
with  my  general  apprjwal,  for  your  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  Secretary’s  ryfcommendations  for 
starting  the  program  are  based  on  the 
accompanying  report  prepared  for  him 
by  the  Departmmt  of  Agriculture,  en¬ 
titled  “Develooment  of  Agriculture’s 
Human  Resouces,  a  Report  on  Problems 
of  Low-Incoi^  Fanners.”  This  report, 
more  than  ef  year  in  preparation,  em¬ 
phasizes  Vat  long-range  nature  of  the 
low-incomy  problem  in  agriculture  and 
will  serve/o  stimulate  continuing  study 
and  acti^.  Nevertheless,  an  immediate 
start  is^xtremely  important. 

The  /ssential  cooperative  nature  of  the 
unde:^king  is  clear.  The  recommended 
pro^am  is  cooperative  as  regards  indi- 
vid^l  and  group  action,  as  regards  pri- 
vare  and  public  agencies,  and  as  regards 
a^ncies  at  local.  State,  and  Federal 
jvels. 
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The  Secretary’s  15-point  program  rejf- 
ognizes  that  this  is  not  exclusively 
agricultural  problem  but  that  opufer- 
tunities  for  off-farm  employment  a^e  a 
part  of  the  solution.  Recommend^ions 
emphasize  the  voluntary  approa^,  the 
importance  of  working  with J  young 
people,  and  the  desirability  of  broaden¬ 
ing  the  program  as  experience/s  gained. 
In  all  matters,  the  urgency  oj  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  recognized.  The  proposed  pro¬ 
gram,  however,  is  one  of  ^prudence  as 
well  as  zeal. 

A  many-sided  attack  isyfessential.  We 
need  an  integrated  prcwram  in  which 
each  part  contribute^  to  the  whole. 
Each  will  be  more  effective  if  the  othera 
are  adopted.  Together,  they  will  help 
toward  a  solution  within  the  framework 
of  freedom  for  Vai  individual,  respect 
for  his  rights  as  ka  American  citizen, 
and  opportunity/  to  participate  more 
fully  in  the  economic  life  of  our  Nation. 

Proposals  foyenabling  legislation  and 
the  necessary''  appropriations  shortly 
will  be  pres^ted  to  the  Congress  for 
consideratioj

PUBLIC  DEVELOPMENT  OF  NIAGARA 
POWER 

(Mr.  DAVIDSON  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  extend  his  remarks  at  this 
point  in  the  Record.) 

Mr.  DAVIDSON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  am 
today  introducing  in  the  House  a  bill 
identical  with  that  introduced  in  the 
Senate  by  the  great  Senator  from  New 
York,  Herbert  H.  Lehman,  to  provide  for 
the  public  development  by  the  State  of 
New  York  of  electric  power  at  Niagara 
Palls.  The  financing  of  the  project  will 
be  borne  by  revenue  bonds  issued  by  New 
York  State.  Thus,  there  will  be  no  cost 
to  the  Federal  Government. 

The  great  benefits  which  will  inure  to 
the  public  by  the  early  completion  of 
this  project  are  patent.  I  am  sure,  there¬ 
fore,  that  my  colleague  from  New  York 
[Mr.  Buckley]  the  chairman  of  our  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  Committee,  whose  interest  in 
this  field  is  no  less  than  mine,  will  shortly 
schedule  hearings  on  this  subject. 

I  include  here  a  short  but  detailed 
analysis  of  the  measure  which  Senator 
Lehman  and  I  have  introduced; 


Detailed  Analysis  of  the  Niagara  Bill 

Section  1  takes  cognizance  of  the  Senate 
reservation  to  the  Canadian-United  States 
Treaty  of  1950,  and  authorizes  a  public  pow¬ 
er  project  consistent  therewith.  The  Sen¬ 
ate  reservation  declares  it  the  policy  of  the 
United  States  Government  to  make  the  Ni¬ 
agara  project  subject  to  congressional  en¬ 
actment  for  the  public  use  and  benefit. 

Section  2  directs  the  Federal  Power  Com¬ 
mission  to  issue  a  license  to  the  New  York 
Power  Authority  for  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  Niagara  project,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Power  Act  and 
to  certain  other  licensing  conditions  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  First  preference  In  access  to  the  project 
power  to  be  given  to  counties  and  mimlci- 
palltles  and  their  instrumentalities;  to  agen¬ 
cies  of  the  New  York  State  government;  to 
rural  electrification  co-ops;  and  to  United 
States  defense  agencies.  Withdrawal  clauses 
to  be  included  in  all  contracts  with  private 
utilities  to  insure  continued  availability  of 
power  to  preference  customers. 

2.  Transmission  lines  to  be  built,  acquired, 
or  contracted  for,  to  permit  the  project  power 
to  be  widely  distributed  to  load  centers,  and 
to  preference  customers,  and  to  neighboring 
States,  by  wheeling  or  other  arrangements. 

3.  A  reasonable  share  of  the  project  power 
to  be  made  available  to  neighboring  States 
within  economic  transmission  distance  of  the 
power  site,  with  the  Federal  Power  Commis¬ 
sion  acting  as  referee  to  settle  any  disputes 
that  might  arise  with  neighboring  States; 
assurance  to  be  secured  from  such  neigh¬ 
boring  States,  that  preference  customers 
within  their  borders  be  given  first  preference 
in  access  to  the  State’s  share  of  the  Niagara 
power. 

4.  Project  power  to  be  sold  and  distributed 
primarily  for  the  benefit  of  rural  and  do¬ 
mestic  consumers,  at  the  lowest  rates  reason¬ 
ably  possible; 

5.  The  New  York  Power  Authority  to  fix 
resale  rates  to  insure  compliance  with  the 
above. 

6.  A  park  and  scenic  drive  Is  to  be  built 
on  the  American  side  of  the  Niagara  River, 
to  be  financed  by  the  power  project  in  such 
part  as  the  Federal  Power  Commission  may 
approve. 


SEVENTH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE 
INDEPENDENCE  OP  THE  STATE 
OP  ISRAEL 

(Mr.  MULTER  asked  and  was  given

Ir.  MULTER.  Mr.  Speaker,  this  is  the 
sei^with  anniversary  of  the  independence 
of  the  State  of  Israel.  In  paying  a  salute 
to  thM  young  and  vigorous  state  it  is 
nice  toSnote  that  in  the  7  years  of  its 
existenc^it  has  taken  into  its  coimtry 
and  integrated  into  its  economy  as  her 
own  citizen^ome  750,000  refugees  from 
all  parts  of  the  world.  In  the  70  years 
prior  to  its  coaung  into  existence  there 
have  been  some^O  new  agricultural  set¬ 
tlements  establisn^  in  that  area  of  the 
world.

In  the  short 
time  since  1951,  its  anmnal  deficit  in  the 
balance  of  trade  has  beim  reduced  by 
$100  million.  Its  railroa^mileage  has 
been  doubled,  and  its  high^my  mileage 
has  been  increased  50  percenuk  With  all 
of  this  tremendous  progresX  toward 
peace,  it  is  regrettable  that  therkis  still 
no  peace  in  that  area  of  the  worldX  This

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  rice  marketing  quota  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  69  Stat.45. 

Act  of  1938,  as  amended.  69  Stat.46, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  ouisembled.  That  section  353  of  Rioe. 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  as  amended,  is  amended  7 
adding  to  subsection  (c)  thereof,  two  new  paragraphs  reading  as  ^ 
follows : 

“(3)  Each  of  the  State  acreage  allotments  for  1955  heretofore  pro-  state  allot- 
claimed  by  the  Secretary  shall  be  increased  by  2  per  centum  or  by  “ents. 

1  such  greater  acreage  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such  State  with 
j  an  allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allotment.  In  any  State  having  county 
acreage  allotments  for  1955  (i)  the  increase  in  the  State  allotment 

)  shall  be  apportioned  among  counties  in  the  State  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  State  allotment  was  heretofore  apportioned  among  the  counties, 
but  without  regard  to  adjustments  for  trends  in  acreage,  and  (ii)  the 
1955  allotment  for  any  county  in  which  the  1950-1954  average  planted 
plus  diverted  acreage  of  rice,  adjusted  for  trends  in  acreage,  exceeds 
the  1945-1949  average  planted  acreage  of  rice,  similarly  adjusted,  by 
more  than  2  per  centum  shall  then  be  further  increased  by  such  addi¬ 
tional  acreage  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  such  county  with  an 
allotment  equal  to  its  1950  allotment.  The  increases  in  the  county 
acreage  allotments  and  the  increases  in  the  State  allotments,  where 
county  allotments  are  not  determined,  shall  be  used  to  establish  farm 
acreage  allotments  which  are  fair  and  reasonable  in  relation  to  the 
applicable  allotment  factors  specified  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section 
and  to  correct  inequities  and  prevent  hardships. 

“(4)  The  reserve  acreage  made  available  for  1955  in  any  State  for  Reserve 
apportionment  to  farms  operated  by  persons  who  have  not  produced  • 

rice  during  the  preceding  five  years  or  on  Avhich  rice  has  not  been 
planted  in  the  preceding  five  years  shall  not  be  less  than  five  hundred 
acres ;  and  the  additional  acreage  necessary  to  provide  such  minimum 
reserve  acreages  shall  be  in  additioh  to  the  National  and  State  acreage 
allotments.”
